The Mark of The Two-Horned Beast 


In Revelation 13:11 we have a 
prophecy describing a beast that 
appeared like a lamb, but spake 
as a dragon. This beast was to ap- 
pear after a certain other beast 
which exercised power over the 


whole earth for a period of time - 


was seriously wounded and lost his 
ruling power. 


The first beast which came up out 
of the sea was described as having 
“seven heads and ten horns and 
upon his horns ten crowns, and 
upon his head the name of 
blasphemy.” Rev. 13:1. He is also 
described as being “like a leopard, 
and his feet were as the feet of a 
bear, and his mouth as the mouth 
of a lion; and the dragon gave him 
power and his seat, and great au- 
thority.”’ Rev. 13:2. 

The important thing that we 
should know is the meaning of 
this prophecy. These passages are 
written figuratively. Figures are 
used in most all Bible prophecies, 
then we should give them our 
careful and prayerful study, that 
we might be able to understand 
them. 

In prophetic language a beast rep- 
resents a power. The beast refer- 
red to in Rev. 13: 1-2 has refer- 
ence to a power that rules with a 
rod of iron. 

Most all socnteatie students a- 
gree that it was the Roman power 
or kingdom which persecuted and 
put to death the true WORSHIP- 
ERS of God. History teaches us 
that the Christians were persecut- 
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ed under Pagan Rome for a per- 
iod of time, then the Papacy un- 
der the Pope of Rome persecuted 
them, even putting most of them 
to death. The persecution was 
world-wide. It lasted about 1260 
years. This period of time is 
known as the dark ages. 

Let us notice Daniel’s prophecy 
concerning the four powerful king- 
doms which would rule the earth. 
This was during the time of the 


reign of Nebuchadnezzar, or the 
King of Babylon. 
The king had a dream but did 


not know the meaning of it. Daniel 
interpreted it and explained the 
meaning thereof. Dan. 2nd chap. 

In the dream the king saw an 
image whose head was of gold, his 
arms and breast of s_Iver, his belly 
and thighs of brass, his legs of 
iron and his feet part of iron and 
part of clay. 

Daniel explained the dream as 
meaning four kingdoms ruling the 
earth, one after the other. 

The head of gold was the Baby- 
lonian kingdom, with Nebuchad- 
nezzar as king. 

The arms and breast of silver 
was an inferior kingdom, or Medo- 
Persia. 

The belly and thighs of brass 
was the Grecian kingdom. 

The legs of iron was the Roman 
kingdom, and the feet part iron 
and part clay are powers that are 
partly under Roman rule, but are 


weakened by those who will not 
come under her rule. The clay will 
not permit the rule to be as strong 
as it would if it were all iron. Dan. 
2: 42-43. 

The Roman rule was very hard 
for Christians, even putting most 
of them to death. The longest pe- 
riod of persecution lasted 1260 
years, which is known as_ the 
“dark ages.” Th's was enforced by 
the Papacy. Read Rev. 13:7. 

The beast mentioned in Rev. 13: 
1-8 was wounded. when Wycliff 
and Luther and others in the re- 
forming age came out from under 
the Papacy. 

Since that time we have enjoyed 
a portion of freedom, but the ma- 
jority of the people still hold to 
some of the doctrines taught by 
the Papacy, therefore the beast is 
not dead, but wounded. 

These prophecies have all been 
fulfilled except the one referring to 
the two-horned beast. It is to come 
yet. 

The seven-head and ten-horned 
beast came up out of the sea, but 
the two-horned beast will come up 
out of the earth. Entirely a differ- 
ent location. And, it is to make its 
appearance as a lamb: the most 
humble, meek ,and harmless of all 
beasts. People will not be afraid of 
it. 

I would ask you, Do you know 
of a power that has appeared in a 
lamb-like manner? Do you know 
of one that appears to be deeply

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PERSEVERANCE

Dear readers, greetings in the 
name of Him who doeth all things 
well. In these last and closing 
days it affords me pleasure to be 
able to write on the above sub- 
ject, “Perseverance.” There never 
was a time when we were so con- 
fronted with deception and sin as 
we are toady. People are failing on 
every side. Apostasy is filling the 
circles of denominationalism evy- 
erywhere. Modernism has crept in 
practically every pulpit. Ministers 
in turn are drilling into the heads 
and hearts of hundreds of young 
people that there is no hell, thy 
new birth is emotionalism, Jesus 
was not born of a virgin womb, 
nothing in the vicarious death, no 
resurrection, and that’ there is 
nothing that is supernatural, mira- 
cles are past, and there is no harm 
in worldly pleasure such as dance, 
movies, cards, beer drinking, and 
the Lord knows what. No wonder 


Paul said in 1 Cor. 16:13, “Watch 
ye, stand fast in the faith, quit 
you like men, be strong.” I be- 


lieve Paul realized the day of de- 
ception was coming. Therefore he 
warned us to watch. We may 
watch the fulfilling of prophecy, 
the falling away in these last days 
on account of worldly conformity 
and compromise .We must watch 
our walk, conversation, attitude 
towards others, etc. 

When we see the falling away, 
ritualism taking the place of spirit- 
uality, then we need to stand fast 
in the faith. Paul said, “Quit yon 
like men.”’ The Greek Lexicon says 
“Quit yourselves like men.” This 
shows the negative element in 
Christian discipleship. Deny your- 
self. Jesus said, “Not my will but 
thine be done.” Mortify the deeds 
of the body and ye shall live. It 
takes men to do that, men that will 


sacrifice their all for the cause of 
God, not alone in word but in deed 
as well. Quit you like men. Some 
want credit here for what they do 
for God. They want praise, want 
to be carried around on a chip, do 
not want hardship and if they get 
it they want sympathy. But Paul 
said be men, not infants. He said 
be strong, not weak, easily side- 
tracked, tossed to and fro by every 
wind of doctriz° hut be strong. 
Persevere means to persist in 
anything, to pursue anything 
steadily, to be constant, not to 
give over. I Chr. 16:11 says, “Seek 
the Lord and his strength, seek 
his face continually.”’ This scrip- 
ture does not apply so much to the 
sinner but the saint. We are in a 
time when we need to be persis- 
tent, seeking the Lord continually. 
Seek Him for wisdom, strength, 
vision of truth, light, courage. The 
day is here when we are to be 
tried. Many who are _ Spirit-filled 
today, if they were able to see just 
where they are standing, would 
see themselves on the brink of be- 
ing deceived by little no-harm 
things, as we call them. But we 
must seek the Lord continually. 


CONTINUOUS PATH 

Prov. 4:18, “The path of the just 
is as the shining light that shines 
more and more unto the perfect 
day.” Moffatt’s Translation says, 
“The course of a good man like a 
ray of light, shines on and on to 
the full light of day.” Here’ the 
writer of Proverbs likens the path 
of the just or Chr’stian to the ris- 
ing sun. At the break of day there 
are the dim rays of light that 
gleam over the Eastern horizon. 
The sun rays are lighting the 
earth. It does not come part of the 
way up and then return. No, but 
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it gets higher and higher and 
appears in great brightness and 
soon is referred to as the noonday 
sun. Why? Because it is then that 
it is the brightest, and so it is with 
the Christian. When should we 
beg’n? Solomon said in the days 
of our youth. The youth of life, 
the springtime of our pilgrimage 
here, the morning of life’s day, 
then is when and where we should 
begin to shine. We could not shine 


greatly perhaps because of t he 
lack of understanding, training, 


wisdom, and scriptural enlighten- 
ment, but we could do our bit and 
as we travel we become accustom- 
ed to the hardships of Christian 
living and self-denial. We buckle 
the armour a little tighter, whet 
the sword a little sharper as we 
are meeting greater opposition, 
but as we travel our influence wia- 
ens and our light gets brighter 
and brighter until after the battle 
is well underway and we have been 
persistent and perseverant in a 
continuous path we shall come to 
the time of our departing as Paul 
said, ‘““My departure is at hand,” 
then we can lay our armour down 
and say with Paul, We persevered, 
we fought a good fight, we kept 
the faith, we ran the race, we fin- 
ished our course and now comes 
the crown. The perfect day is here. 
Paul said, “When that which is 
perfect is come, then that which is 
in part shall be done away.” That 
which is in part has passed, the 
perfect One, Jesus, has called us 
to our reward. We were faithful 
TO HIS WORD. We were pursu- 
ant for the prize, we fixed our eyes 
constantly on the goal and because 
of us not fainting we made a safe 
landing. Let us persevere.

swarmed about them and crawled 
over their bound bodies until they 
were tortured to death.

KING LIKE SOLOMON 


Before Pilate stood this won- 
derful person upon that notable 
day nearly twenty centuries ago, 
that He might bear witness to the 
truth. St. John 18:37, “Pilate 
therefore said unto Him, Art thou 
a king? Jesus answered, Thou 
sayest that I am king. To this end 
was I born, and for this cause 
came I into the world, that I 
should bear witness to the truth.” 
“Jesus answered, My kingdom is 
not of this world: if my kingdom 
were of this world, then would my 
servants fight, that I should not 
be delivered to the Jews: but now 
is my kingdom not from hence,” 
St. John 18:36. 

His kingdom should not be pre- 
pared here but in heaven, and 
would proceed forth from heaven 
and be among men. Jesus had 
said, “The Kingdom of heaven is 
within you,” as He addressed a 
company of people, making it 
plain that His kingdom should be 
placed among men. And Enoch, 
the seventh from Adam, prophe- 
sied, ‘Behold he cometh with ten 
thousands of his saints, to execute 
judgment upon the earth,” and 
here he must rule until he has put 
all enemies under his feet, and 
then he will turn the kingdom over 
unto the Father, that He may be 
all in all. How often has the 
prayer been repeated, “Thy king- 
dom come, thy will be done on 
earth as it is in heaven.” 

How great will be the appearing 
of His kingdom from heaven. 
How magnificent will be the King 
with His ruling body as He as- 
cends upon the clouds of heaven. 
when every eye shall see Him. 
They shall look upon Him whom 
they pierced, then shall all the 
tribes of the earth mourn when 
they shall see Him coming in His 
glory and all the holy angels with 
Him, with those also for whom He 
had prayed, saying Father, that 
they might see the glory that I 
had with thee before the founda- 
tion of the world. When He will 
have caught the saints away univ 
the heavens, and there, after they 
will have seen His glory, He will 
stage them for the reappearance 
upon the earth to subdue and con- 
quer all the nations of the earth 


and bring them under subjection 
to the rule of His kingdom .The 
animal creation and also the earth 
will be redeemed from the curse of 
the fall, for Adam’s sake they 
were cursed. Isa. 11:6-9, “The 
wolf also. shall dwell with the 
lamb, and the leopard shall lie 
down with the kid; and the calf 
and the young lion and the fatling 
together; and a little child shall 
lead them. And the cow and the 
bear shall feed; their young ones 
shall lie down together:and the lion 
shall eat straw like the ox. And the 
sucking child shall play on the 
hole of the asp, and the weaned 
child shall put his hand on the 
cocka:.rice’ den. They shall not 
hurt nor destroy in all my holy 
mountain: for the earth shall be 
full of the kn w.edge of the Lord, 
as the waters cover the sea.” 

Amos 9:13, “Behold the days 
come, saith the Lord, that t he 
plowman shall overtake the reap- 
er, and the treader of grapes him 
that soweth seeds; and the moun- 
tains shall drop sweet wine, and 
all the hills shall melt. Every one 
shall dwell under his own vine and 
fig tree, and none shall make them 
afraid.” 

In the new Jerusalem, the city 
four square—twelve hundred miles 
long, twelve hundred miles wide. 
and twelve hundred miles high— 
will be the throne of the Lamb. To 
make room for this and the mul- 
titudes of the then living and re- 
surrected people, every island shall 
flee away and the mountains shall 
not be found, Rev. 16:20, and there 
shall be no more sea, Rev. 21:1. 

“And I heard a great voice from 
heaven saying, Behold the taber- 
nacle of God is with men, and he 
will dwell with them, and _ they 
shall be his people, and God him- 
self shall be with them and _ be 
their God, and God shall wipe a- 
way all tears from their eyes; and 
there shall be no more death, nei- 
ther sorrow, nor crying, neither 
shall there be any more pain; for 
the former things are passed a- 
way.” 

With what delight the sorrowing 
hearts of the earth look forward 
to the day when He who hath all 
power and might will wipe all 
tears away and all sorrow and pain 
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will be forgotten. Like Solomon, 
none of the King’s judgments will 
fail, and surely that great kingdom 
of peace under Solomors reign 
will be far surpassed when peace 
shall reign in every heart, when 
this magnificent King and His 
kingdom shall appear. I am sure 
we will be caused to exclaim like 
the queen of Sheba, The half has 
not been told for of his riches and 
honor no pen can portray, but as it 
is written, Eye hath not seen, nor 
ear heard, neither hath entered in- 
to the heart of man the things 
which God hath prepared for them 
that love Him.

The fear of man 
bringeth a snare, and it is only 
when Quakers lose their quaking 
fear of God that they are not as 
afraid to commit murder in war 
time as Daniel and the Hebrew 
children were afraid to worship 
other gods; when Methodists be- 
come worldly that they fear the 
noise of fallen woman and drunk- 
ards weeping their way through 
to Calvary, Baptists of immersion. 
Missionary Alliance of divine heal- 
ing, and Pentecost of speaking in 
tongues. 
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But the Church of God is a liv- 
ing one, and the wave form always 
goes on whether it has the same 
people or not, Nicodemus or our 
grandparents, “new birth’ would 
not suffice for us any more, Pet- 
er’s or Cornelius’ baptism of the

11. Give names of people who 
are now out of Sunday School to 
class or department groups with 
the explanation that those names 
are prospective members. 

12. How teachers should be se- 
cured in advance to care for the 
new classes likely to develop.

14. Never lose sight of the fact 
that Sunday School work is a spir- 
itual task to which you have been 
called.

interested in your welfare, and 
most everybody speaking as if 
God has sent him? 

This meek gentle beast (or pow- 
er) is going to speak as a dragon 
when he gets sufficient authority. 
Somebody is going to be deceived 
in h’'m. Rev. 13:13-14. 

Let us notice that he is to exer- 
cise all the power of the first 
beast, whose deadly wound was 
healed. He can only use his influ- 
ence and do his works’ through 
the lamb-like beast. If he looked 
vicious to the people they would 
not follow him so readily, there- 
fore, he must come in disguise. 

He is going to make an image 
(or likeness) to the f rst beast, and 
cause that as many as will no 
worship the image of the beas! 
shall be killed. Rev. 13:15. 

He is going to cause all classe: 
of people to receive his mark 
whose names are not written in 
the book of life. Rev. 13:16 and 
176. 

We understand now how he is 
to exercise the power of the beast 
before him. The first beast put the 
humble, meek, God-fearing peo- 
ple to death, then we may expect 
this one to do the same thing, ev- 
en though he did appear like a 
lamb. 

We must remember that he is to 
appear like a lamb in order that 
the people will not be afraid of 
him. He must have their support 
until he gets complete control of 
the people, then he can exercise 
all the power of the seven-head 
and ten-horned beast. He is going 
to DECEIVE the people. Rev. 13: 
11:14. 


Two-Horned Beast 


When he gets sufficient power 
he is going to “speak as a dragon.” 
Rev. 13:11. 

Now we would like to know 
what his first authoritative step 
will be in order that we may know 
him. We must WATCH or we will 
be deceived in him. 

He is going to compel all of 
those that buy and sell to receive 
his mark, either in their right 
hands or their foreheads. Rev. 13: 
16-17. 

This can be done very easily by 
boycotting those that refuse. 

Again I would ask, do you know 
of such a power? If so, I would ad- 
vise you to WATCH and let no 
man dece:ve you by any means. 2 
Thes. 2:3. It is my honest opinion 
that the time has come for such a 
power to appear. Bible prophecy is 
my authority. 

It is going to be a dreadful time 
for those who receive the “mark of 
the beast.” Read Rev. 14:9-11 and 
16:1-14. 

Those that are faithful unto 
death, and refuse to worship the 
image of the beast, or to receive 
his mark will be rewarded and the 
blessings that they will enjoy w.il 
be worth thousands of times more 
than all the pleasures that sin can 
afford. There is no comparison. 
Paul said, “For I reckon that the 
sufferings of this present time are 
not worthy to be compared with 
the glory that shall be revealed in 
us.” Rom. 8:18. 

In Rev. 19:1-9 we read of the 
voices of the ones who have won 
the victory over the beast shout- 
ing and praising God. That is go- 
ing to be a wonderful time for 
God’s people. I want to be among 
that number, don’t you? Then a»

LESSON VERSE BY VERSE 
THE VISIT TO THE SEPULCHRE 
V. 1. “In the end of the sabbath.” The 
Sabbath began at six p. m. in the eve- 
ning, however, Matthew thinks of the 
Sabbath as beginning with sunrise. With 
this idea Mark is also in accord, Mark 
16:1. “As it began to dawn toward the 
first day of the week.” Dawn comes from 
the Greek “epiphosko” meaning to dawn, 
or the commencement of the day, to be 
near commencing, to dawn on. Luke 23: 
54. Matthew and Mark are not in accord 
with the Jewish idea of the Sabbath last- 
ing from six p. m. in the evening to six 
p. m. the following evening. They have 
adopted the ordinary civil idea of a day 
as extending from sunrise to sunrise, thus 
adding the night to the preceding day. 
With this idea Luke 24:1 and John 20:1 
are in accord. “Came Mary Magdalene 
and the other Mary to see the sepulchre.” 
Mary Magdalene was a woman out of 
whom Jesus cast seven devils. Luke 9:49. 
“Love cannot abandon its object, living 
or dead. Mary Mag@ialene stands prom- 
inently represented as “first in love, first 
in care.” The other Mary was the mother 
of James the Less and Joses, Matt. 27:56. 
In this company was also Salome, the 
mother of James and John and other w?- 
men.” They had bought spices for the pur 
pose of embalming the body of Jesus. 
THE RESURRECTION 

V. 2. “And, behold, there was a great 
earthquake.” They beheld the wonderful 
sight which had occurred during the 
night. “For the angel of the Lord descend- 
ed from heaven.” The angels had appear- 
ed at His birth and announced the mis- 
sion of His coming into the world. They 
now descend to set Christ free from the 
powers of the tomb. “And came and rolled 
back the stone from the door, and sat 
upon it.” This happening struck terror to 
the hearts of the soldiers on guard who 
fell as dead men. The’ removal of the 
stone was not necessary as His spiritual 
body possessed supernatural powers and 
qualities, John 20:19. However, it showed 
complete triumph over the chambers of 
death. The angel’s sitting upon it showed 
complete triumph and that it was not to 
be replaced. 

V. 3. “His countenance was like light- 
ning, and his raiment white as snow.” 
Such is true of all God’s heavenly 


creatures. Compare Ezek. 1:14; Dan. 10: 
6. Their glittering garments were in -f- 
fect like that of the transfiguration of 
Christ, Matt. 17:2; Acts 1:10; Rev. 10:1. 

V. 4. “And for fear of him the keepers 
did shake, and became as dead men.” 
Their fear was inspired by the presence of 
the angel whose power completely over- 
whelmed them. The keepers were cogni- 
zant of His presence. The effects were 
that they were convulsed and fell to the 
earth in deathlike faintness. 

Vv. 5. “And the angel answered and 
said unto the women.” The angel sought 
to allay the anxiety and perplexity of the 
women, “Fear not ye.” The crucifixion 
and presence of the soldiers on guard nat- 
urally caused fear. “For I know that ye 
seek Jesus, which was crucified.” The wo- 
men are seeking to do Him honor by 
anointing and embalming His body. They 
were His friends but their mission was 
useless, 

V. 6. “He is not here: for he is risen, 
as he said.” That is, He was not in the 
tomb. Had they believed and understood 
His prophecies they would not have 
sought the living among the dead. See 
Matt. 12:40; 16:21; 18:23; 20:19. On His 
resurrection depended the spiritual ori- 
gin and continuance of Christianity. 
“Come, see the place where the Lord lay.” 
To satisfy their inquiry the angel invited 
them to behold for themselves the empty 
sepulchre. 

THE MESSAGE TO HIS DISCIPLES 

Vv. 7. “And go quickly, and tell his dis- 
ciples.” St. Mark adds, “and Peter.” The 
disciples had forsaken Him and fled 
while in the hour of His trial and cruci- 
fixion, so they were not honored with the 
vision of the presence of the angels .at 
the sepulchre but Christ sends them a 
message of love by the faithful women. 
“That he is risen from the dead.” This 
glad message was accounted as idle tales 
by His disciples, Luke 24:9, 11. “And, be- 
hold, he goeth before you into Galilee.” 
Christ represented as going before them 
is in keeping with the office of shepherd 
and His promise, Matt. 26:32; John 10:4. 
As a Shepherd He was leading them 
forth into new pastures. “There shall ye 
see him: lo, I have told you.” They were 
not only assured of seeing Him who is 
the “Pathfinder of life” but that His peo- 
ple shall have all the tender care of the 
Good Shepherd. 
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V. 8. “And they departed quickly from 
the sepulchre with fear and great joy.” 
As if intent to obey the angel’s command. 
With the emotions stirred with the 


thought of meeting again their beloved 


Master. “And did run to bring his dis- 
ciples word.” They were bidden to go 
quickly. The order of announcement of 
His resurrection was by the angels to the 
women at the tomb, by the women to the 
twelve, and the twelve to the world. 

JESUS MEETING HIS DISCIPLES 

V. 9. “And as they went to tell his 
disciples, behold, Jesus met them, saying. 
All hail.” The latter expression means 
“rejoice ye,” peace be unto you. Their 
hearts had been stricken with sorrow 
which He had promised should be turn- 
ed into joy, John 16:20. He would have 
them rejoice in His victory over death 
and the grave. “And they came and held 
him by the feet.” Mary was forbidden to 
touch Him but these are later allowed 
to do so, who thus show their affection 
for Him. “And worshipped him.” Remain- 
ing at His feet in profound adoration, an 
eastern fashion denoting the deepest of 
reverence, 

Vv. 10. “Then said Jesus unto them, Be 
not afraid.” He would have us without 
fear of the agonies of death and the pow- 
er of the grave. It was ever His custom 
to allay terror and amazement, chap. 14: 
27; 17:7. “Go tell my brethren.” For the 
first time He refers to His disciples as 
brethren. The language is pathetic and 
full of the deepest thought of love despite 
their cowardly desertion. “That they go 
into Galilee, and there shall they see me.” 
His message was the same as that of the 
angel in V. 7. 

THE MEETING IN GALILEE 
Matt. 28:16-20 

V. 16. “Then the eleven disciples went 
away into Galilee.” Which was the home 
province of Christ. Many wonderful and 
divine revelations were given there. This 
interview occurred one week after His 
first appearance. “Into a mountain where 
Jesus had appointed them.” Thought by 
some to be the Mount of the Beatitudes, 
possibly the same as that mentioned by 
St. Paul. 1 Cor. 15:6. Other commenta- 
tors think it was Mount Tabor. The im- 
portance is not where He met them but 
the fact that He did meet them. 

V. 17. “And wnen they saw him, they 
worshipped him.” The first mention of 
a supreme act of worship. They no doubt 
recognized Him as their Lord and God. 
“But some doubted.” By this time the 
doubters could hardly have been any of 
the eleven as they had seen Him at dif- 
ferent times and places and had infallible 
proof, Acts 1:3; or possibly it was some 
who doubted His identity rather than His 
resurrection. 

Vv. 18. “And Jesus came and spake un- 
to them, saying.” What He next relates 
is of vital concern to us today. We must 
see in Him the Conqueror of all prin- 
cipalities and powers and capable of is- 
suing the great commission which here 
follows. “All power is given unto me in 
heaven and in earth.” As the Son of man 
He had received power of God the Father 
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in a manner supreme, both in heaven and 
in earth, over the whole kingdom of God, 
not given to Him because He is the Son 
of God but by merits of His incarnation, 
death and resurrection, Phil. 2:8-10; Psa. 
2:8; 8:5, 8; Dan. 7:13, 14. 

THE GREAT COMMISSION 

Vv. 19. “Go ye therefore.” “Go” is the 
watchword of the gospel. It is based on 
a reason and suggests that we should 
ever advance, pressing forward into mis- 
sion fields and religious activity. “And 
teach all nations.” No longer the lost 
sheep of the house of Israel as in chapter 
10:6 but they were to Christianize all] na- 
tions of the world, Jews and Gentiles 
alike. “Baptizing them.” An outward rite 
typifying the cleansing of the heart in- 
tent upon leading a new life. Proselytes 
coming into the Jewish faith were so 
baptized to an old rite. He adds new so- 
lemnity and the most sacred formula of 
administration signifying an induction 
into a new spiritual life. “In the name of 
the Father, and of the Son, and of the 
Holy Ghost.” Such command has for its 
purpose to educate men to believe in the 
Holy Trinity consisting of the Fatherhood 
of God, the Sonship of Christ, brought 
about by the presence of the Holy Spirit. 
In no other way could a human creation 
become sons of God. 1 John 3:1. The 
name “Father” implies that we are receiv- 
ed into covenant with Him. 

V. 20. “Teaching them to observe all 
things whatsoever I have commanded 
you.” In V. 15 the Roman soldiers were 
bribed to tell a lie about the resurrection 
of Jesus but His ministers have a com- 
mission to tell not only about His resur- 
rection but to preach the unsearchable 
riches of Christ and the meaning of tne 
atonement concerning the hope that is 
set before us. “And, lo, I am with you 
alway, even unto the end of the world.” 
Though absent in His bodily presence He 
would be with them in spiritual presence, 
potent, effectual, and infinite. He prom- 
ised to be with them alway or all the 
days of their pilgrimages, days of trials, 
persecution, and affliction, to comfort and 
assist them in their ministry, to 
work and to confirm His word with signs 
following, Mark 16:20. The word “world” 
should have been translated “age.” It is 
suggestive of the unchanging purpose of 
Christ concerning the Gospel.
